Troops from Chester intercepted 
the rioters in their march upon 
Abergele, near Rhyl, and prevented 
a threatened raid on the latter place. 
Five men were killed and forty in- 
jured in this fighting, it is reported. 

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 
There was further shooting early 
Tuesday, but at no time was there 
organized firing by any afmed party. 
Most of the deaths were due to 
crushing, it was sald. An unarmed 
major, holding the Victoria Cross 
and believed to be from New Bruns- 
wick. is reported to, have been vir- 
tually trampled to death while at- 
tempting to defend the officers’ quar- 
ters against great odds. 

The Daily Mail says the Canadian 
authorities restored order without 
the assistance of British troops, and 
declares the matter is one solely for 
Canadian disciplinary action. 

The Canadian officials have in- 
formed the War Offtce that they do 
not desire any increase in shipping 
facilities as a consequence of the 
outbreak, as they do not intend to 
‘be coerced by the rioters. 

Later Thursday numbers of the 

men paraded in Rhyl. They made 
noisy demonstrations, but commit- 
ted no damage. 
The outbreak began Tuesday night 
with the signal cry, “Come on, Bol- 
sheviki,” uttered by a man said to 
belong to the Canadian forces. A 
large number of men wrecked the 
store buildings, and thousands of 
loaves of bread were trampled into 
the mud. The woman's auxiliary 
quarters were then rushed and the 
women's clothes carried off. The 
irioters seized stores of ammunition 
rand fired on the officers’ quarters. 

A staff officer flew from the War 
| Office in London by airplane and ad- 
dressed the men, declaring their 
grievances, regarding demobilization

O, IT ISN'T THE PRESIDENTS 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

Because President Wilson has made many 
mistakes, because he has permitted parti- 
sanship to turn him at times from the path 
of his highest ideals, is not sufficient reason 
for a Republican newspaper or a Repub- 
lican Senator to oppose ratification of the 
League of Nations. 

Whatever his virtues or failings, Mr. Wil 
son is President of the United States; he 
is the instrument delegated by the Consti- 
tution to negotiate treaties; and the free 
peoples of the world are in no mood to en- 
dure unnecessary delays in securing a just 
and stable peace by reason of political ant- 
mosities that separate President and Sen- 
ate. Through his speeches and messages 
President Wilson has come to be regarded 
as the champion of international justice and 
a paladin in the service of world peace. His 
declaration that America sought only «a 


peace of justice, discriminating against no 


people, and would be satisfied with no oth- 
er, proved the psychological force that en- 
abled democracy to overthrow autocracy 
back of the German lines. 

That message won for him a leadership 
that he could not avoid. The Times be 
Heves that he has striven sincerely and 
courageously to fulfill the promises of his 
message to the ear and to the hope: and 
that fulfillment will not be accomplished 
until the free peoples of the world emerge 
from Gethsemane, united in a bond of broth- 
erhood. 

Republican Senators must not put them- 
selves in the position of refusing to accept 
this peace (which all the nations with whom 
we have been associated in the prosecution 
of the war have indorsed) because they dis- 
trust and dislike the messenger. It is with 
the message and not with the mesernger 
that the Senate has to deal; the two must 
not be confused. 

President Wilson's idealism was well 
known to the American people at the time 
of his election, and Republicans have no 
quarre] with it. His passion for abstract 
justice and his freedom from racial preju- 
dices fitted him for international diplomacy 
and enabled him to score his signal suc 
cesses in the preliminary Peace Conference 
at Paris. But in the actual administration 
of the office of President of the United 
States Dr. Wilson has shown himself a dog- 
matist and partisan. He has insisted on 
regarding Congress as a classroom where 
he appears periodically and delivers his 
messages in the spirit of a professor lec 
turing to the student body. This attitude 
has awakened bitter resentment of men 
grown old in the service of the republic. 
Where other Presidents called them to a 
conference Dr. Wilson dispatched clerks to 
them with written “instructions” in relation 
to legislation which he desired Congress to 
adopt. He insisted on regarding the Sen- 
ate, not as a co-ordinate, but as a subordi- 
nate, branch of the government; and Demo- 
cratic Senators were the first to mock his 


for clerkships, for important positions; if 
he had not failed to prepare America for a 
fit state of defense as soon as the European 
war started; if he had never uttered that 
bumiliating phrase, “Too proud to fight:” 
u he had not seized the railroads of the 
country under authority of an act of 
gress passed without thought of the

But Republicans both within and without 
the Senate must remember that they are 
now the custodians of the country’s future. 
At the last election the Republican party 
Was returned to power in Congress because 
the people as a whole feared to trust the 
great problems of reconstruction to a party 
that had been guilty of such wanton war 
waste. The country was weary and dis- 
gusted with an administration of “deserv- 
ing Democrats” and demanded a return to a 
government of Republican efficiency and 
economy. They must remember the Repub- 
lican party hag never proved false to a 
great trust. 2 ‘ 

With the financial and paternal follies of 
the Democratic administration The Times 
has no sympathy. The lack of business 
prudence of the present administration is 
notorious. The dictatorial and pedagogic at- 
titude of Dr. Wilson in dealing with co-ordl- 
nate branches of the government marks 
him at times as a fit subject for satire. But 
The Times is broad enough, honest enough 
and candid enough to recognize the eminent 
service he has rendered to the country in 
the negotiations that resulted in the abso- 
lute surrender of Germany and in the de- 
liberations of the Peace Conference that 
led to the unanimous adoption of a tenta 
tive constitution for a League of Nations 
to establish and guarantee the peace of the 
world, And The Times is neither so puerile 
nor so partisan that it will abandon its eru- 
sade for a League of Nations, which it has 
been conducting in season and out of sea- 
son for more than ten years, because a 
Democratic President has enlisted in !t. 

Gen. Otis wrote his thesis on a League of 
Nations while Dr. Wilson was writing an 
American history, in which no reference 
to a League of Nations appears. Mr. Taft 
was advocating a League of Nations while 
Dr. Wilson was still a Princeton professor 
taking only an academic interest in world 
affairs. But both The Times and Mr. Taft 
recognize the great service to the cause 
that Dr. Wilson has been able to render aa 
President of the United States. Opposed to 
him politically, differing with him on many 
fundamental questions, they are with him 
in his work for a League of Nations and 
they have naught but contempt for men 
with such petty spirits that they wowld pur- 
sue their determination to thwart ¢he am- 
bitions of Dr. Wilson to the point of sacri 
ficing the League of Nations itself. Such 
spirit is not Republican spirit; it is not the 
spirit of Lincoln and McKinley; it is not 
the spirit that insures party success, na 


tional success or international justice and 
equity. 


Finally: France has gained her objec- 
tives in the present war; England has 
gained her objectives, as have Italy, Bel- 
gium and Japan. But America will not have 
attained her objectives until a covenant has 
been established that will define war as an 
international crime and its precipitators as 
internationa! bandits and will insure perma- 
ment peace. America fought for no terri- 
torial consideration, but to establish 
throughout the world the spirit of amity, 
justice and equity that animates the peoples 
lof the sovereign States comprising the 
American republic. That spirit finds its ex- 
pression in the constitution’ of the League of 
Nations. If the league’ be not formed then 
America will have lost the fruitage of the 
ideals for which she battled—the blood will 
have been spilled and the victories won to 
no avail. 

President Wilson has admirably said that 
we are confronted by the alternative of a 
League of Nations or chaos. If the issue 
were one which, thank God, it is not, be.

Allying with the Rus- 
sian reds and condoning their atrocities was 
a price that America did not care to pay 
for victory. Without going into the ques- 
tion of abusing the privileges granted to the 
Red Cross, the social vagaries of Mr. Robins 
and his professed friendship for the Bol- 
shevik leaders have loaned to Bolshevism 
a quasi-respectability which its bloody rec- 
ord belies. Mr. Robins has devoured vast 
quantities of intellectual socialism and

Bar Association Pledges its 
Help to the People.

Henry V. O'Melveny Elected 
New President. 


Service to humanity was the key- 
note of several important addresses 
last night at the annual banquet of 
the Los Angeles Bar Association in 
the Hotel Alexandria. It had its 
origin in the Grievance Committee’s 
report of twelve disbarments and 
five suspensions during the year. The 
association voted to draw its lines 
tighter in the future and protect hu- 
manity by raising its own standards. 
“We are measured by the worst 
among us,” declared W. H. White of 
Santa Ana. We must apply the eth- 
ies of our posse:rgion and keep the 
bar clean if the world ts to be à de- 
cent place in which to live. Thg 
world is full of sullen rumblings, and 
we must be prepared to solve the 80 
cial and political problems which 
are looming large. I have no patience 
with the Bolsheviki element. 

“If a man puts nothing into Amer- 
ica, he is entitled to take nothing 
from it.” 

Henry W. O'Melveny, the incoming 
president, declared himself in favor 
of driving the “shyster lawyer’ out 
ot the city and out of the country. 
“We are not only attorneys-at-law, 
we are counsellors of the people,” 
he asserted. “The people turn to us 
for good advice. When national hys- 
teria confronts us, we must be pre- 
pared to eliminate it, in order that 
this country remain the home of civ- 
ilization and the hope of humanity.” 
Judge Frank Finlayson spoke 
strongly in favor of the League of 
Nations, and sald that “any men or 
set of men who shall oppose such a 
union will be swept away just as 
surely as the principle of militarism 
was swept away.” 

Judge W. A. Sloane of San Diego 
spoke on citizenship, declaring that 
he assisted in naturalizing thous- 
ands of foreigners at Camp Kearny, 
and that he finally came to believe 
that Americaniem is a matter of 
conactence and ideals rather than of 
birth.
